I. The highest bidder to be the buyer; and if any dispute arise between 
bidders, the lot so disputed shall be immediately put up again, provided 
the seller cannot decide the said dispute. 


II. No person to advance less than 6d. ; above ten shillings, 1s.; above five 
pounds, 2s. 6d.; and so on. 


III. The purchasers to give in their names and places of abode, and to pay 
down 10s. in the pound, if required, in part payment of the purchase- 
money; in default of which the lot or lots purchased to be immediately 
put up again and re-sold. 


IV. The lots to be taken away, at the buyer’s expense,immediately after the con- 
clusion of the sale; and in default of which Messrs. 8S. LEIGH SOTHEBY 
and JOHN WILKINSON will not hold themselves responsible if lost, 
stolen, damaged, or otherwise destroyed, but they will be left at the sole 
risk of the purchaser. If, at the expiration of ONE WEEK after the 
conclusion of the sale, the books or other property are not cleared 
or paid for, they will then be catalogued for immediate sale, and the 
expense, the same as if re-sold, will be added to the amount at which the 
books were bought. Messrs. 8S. LEIGH SOTHEBY and JOHN 
WILKINSON will have the option of re-selling the uncleared lots either 
by public or private sale, without any notice being given to the defaulter. 


V. The books are presumed to be perfect, unless otherwise expressed ; but 
if, upon collating, any should prove defective, the purchaser will be at 
liberty to take or reject them, provided they are returned within One 
WEEK after the conclusion of the sale, when the purchase-money will be 
returned. 


VI. The sale of any book or books is not to be set aside on account of any 
stained or short leaves of text or plates, want of list of plates, or on 
account of the publication of any subsequent volume, supplement, 
appendix, or plates. All the manuscripts, autographs, all magazines, and 
reviews, all books in lots, and all tracts in lots or volumes, will be sold 
with all faults, imperfections, and errors of description. The sale of any 
lot of prints or drawings, is not to be set aside on account of any error 
in the enumeration of the numbers stated, or errors of description.

In submitting to public competition the choicer portion of the magnificent 
Library of M. Libri, we can only regret that the continued ill health of that 
well-known and highly distinguished bibliographer has prevented him from 
adding, as we earnestly requested, a bibliographical introduction to the 
present Catalogue of his truly admirable collection. In default of this, 
Collectors and Amateurs will no doubt be delighted to peruse the accom- 
panying letter, giwing a sort of resumé of the chief attractions of the 
Library. It was written on the spur of the moment for our guidance, in 
case we felt disposed to enlarge it into a preface similar to that the learned 
philobiblist has annexed to the Description of his Ancient and Valuable 
Manuscripts. Fearing, however, we should not do the subject the justice it 
deserves, we have preferred, with the kind permission of M. Libri, placing 
before the reader his letter in tts original form.

GENTLEMEN, 


In the present state of my health I am quite unable to comply 
with your request of preparing an Introduction to the present Catalogue, 
similar to the one I wrote a few months ago for that of my manuscripts. Owing 
to a dangerous and protracted illness my strength is so much impaired that 
every day renders it more and more urgent for me to remove promptly to 
some place more congenial to my health, and by disposing quickly of a large 
portion of my Library, to render possible not only my removal from London, 
but also the resumption of my scientific studies, with the remaining portion 
consisting of some ten or twelve thousand volumes, which I may designate as 
my working-tools. Ali I can do at present is to furnish you with a sort of 
programme of what I consider such an introduction ought to be, leaving you 
to fill up the said programme as you may think advisable, or to make use of the 
present letter in any other way that you may consider most useful. 

It is impossible for me now to explain at large what my original plan 
was in forming such a collection, or to give my especial reasons either for the 
selection of what will remain, or for selling this portion now to be disposed 
of. My first object, however, was to collect in every branch of science and 
literature as many of the more important and useful books as I deemed abso- 
lutely necessary for the labours I hoped to be able to resume in my own study, 
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without being compelled to endure in a climate unfortunately so obnoxious to my 
self the fatigue and inconvenience of seeking, perchance in inclement weather, 
those very books in some public library. In doing so I not only hastened to 
collect well-known works treating professionally on the subjects which I 
intended to study, but I also paid a peculiar attention to those ancient works 
which, as is often the case, contain most curious literary or scientific recondite 
information, apparently quite alien to the professed object of the writer (1). To 
collect was a work of love, but to discover and select such authors as are required 
to be kept for further use, amongst the mass of more than thirty thousand 
volumes (which, as none know better than yourselves by ocular inspection, 
encumber from the cellar to the attic the house I now reside in), is a very 
laborious task, to which I am at present unequal. To lighten the labour, and in 
order to lose no time, I resolved to dispose firstly of my manuscripts, and 
secondly of the rarest typographical curiosities, which are always more readily 
discovered, leaving to the last sale, which will consist chiefly of important 
historical and scientific literature, such other scarce works as no doubt will be 
discovered in the mass in the same manner as after the sale of my manuscripts, 
it was found that several others (some of importance) had been left behind, in 
consequence of having been buried in the heaps of ancient printed books. 
Foreseeing from the onset the difficulty of attempting the formation of a 
perfect series in any one department of literature (a difficulty which has 
always proved insuperable, even to the most industrious and wealthy 
amateurs), and knowing the inconvenience of purchasing indifferent works 
merely because necessary to fill up a vacancy, I never endeavoured to form 
any complete collection whatever, although whilst searching for useful 
books, I never missed an opportunity of procuring, when possible, first- 
rate rare volumes in every class of learning. In fact, I never was, par 
excellence, a special Collector of Block-Books, Incunabula, Editiones Prin- 
cipes, Aldines, Giuntas, Elzevirs, Works cited by the Crusca, Books printed 
on Vellum or large paper, or of the innumerable subdivisions into which 
an ardent bibliomania has driven so many of its votaries, although in perusing 
the present Catalogue, philobiblists will discover that in each of these depart- 
-ments are contained perhaps more conspicuous books than are to be found 
specified in even some of the most celebrated special collections. Indeed, if 
you will take the trouble to put together the number of those lots containing 
ALpDInzES, either totally unknown or extremely scarce and believed to be unique, 
or even of the volumes printed, by these celebrated typographers, on vellum, or 
on large or blue paper (2), it would be apparent to every one that without any

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mixture of common books, in point of RARITIES alone, the present library may 
compete with the celebrated Aldine collections of Bishop Butler or of M. 
Renouard himself. The same thing may be said concerning Huzevirs (of 
which I hardly ever admitted into my library any but wneut (8) or wnique copies) 
or of ancient BOOKS PRINTED ON VELLUM. Although so rich in membranaceous 
gems the Grenville collection does not contain more numerous specimens of 
ancient vellum printing than the present Catalogue, in which are described (4) 
many volumes of the kind unknown to Van Praet and other bibliographers, 
and, with the exception I believe of three only (the Ptolomaeus, the Sannaza- 
rus, and the Tewrdannck), all different from those enumerated in the Bibliotheca 
Grenvilliana. The numerous specimens of Buock BooKs (or even perhaps of 
books printed with moveable types cut from wood) as described in the present 
Catalogue under the heading of XyLoGRAPHY, exceed in interest and rarity 
such as are generally to be found in private collections. Again, the early 
specimens of Enagavine on Copper (one being executed in Germany 
before any similar attempt was made in Italy), and such Books as were issued 
by Guttenberg, or are attributed to Coster (5), deserve to be specially men- 
tioned, and should have been if this letter were to be anything more than a 
programme. 

As this Catalogue contains the choicer portion only of a select library, 
it would be necessary to poimt out almost every lot, if all the rare and 
important books which it contains were to be particularly recorded. 
That of course is impossible, but if, however, you enlarge this letter 
into a real zntroduction, you will not fail to call attention generally to 
the ancient French books, such as romances of chivalry, old chronicles, and 
poetry, as they are so numerous (6); and also to the similar works illus- 
trating Italian literature, amongst which it will be sufficient to enumerate

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exceedingly scarce and even unknown editions of the celebrated poems of 
Dante, Cecco d’ Ascoli, Petrarca, Fazio degli Uberti, Conti, Frezzi, Dati, Pulci, 
Burchiello, Cornazano, Tolosani, Bandello, etc. etc. not forgetting the original 
edition of the Canti Carnascialeschi. Amongst the prose writers, it would be 
as well to mention the Merlino, the Reali di Francia, the Ercole by Bassi, the 
LEpistole del Ferando (6 bis), the Guielmo da Piacenza (or Guglielmo da Sali- 
ceto), the Mesue, the Decor Puellarum, the Pecorone, the Novelle Antiche, the 
Novelle of Brevio, Scaramell, Mariconda, Borgogni, and several rare editions 
of Boccaccio, as also the work of Buonamico, absolutely unknown to the 
numerous bibliographers who have specially treated of the NoveLiipri 
ITALIANI. 

Other important features amongst Italian literature will be found in the 
large collection of RapPRESENTAZIONI Sacre, in the romances of chivalry of 
early editions, many of which are quite unknown to bibliographers, and in the 
several scarce historical and political poems written during the XVth or 
XVIth centuries. The curious and interesting News-Letters (to which we 
are indebted for cotemporary information on remarkable events and to the 
eager perusal of which at the time we owe the origin of GazETrTeEs) together 
with the almost numberless other rare tracts, must convince the most sceptical 
as to the importance of the Italian department of the present library. 

Although not so numerous the assemblage of ancient Spanish (7) and Ger- 
man (8) books deserves a special mention; and the attention of philological 
collectors might be directed to the exeeedingly scarce works written in re- 
condite languages or in the various D1aurors or Parors, such as Provencal, 
Valencian, Basque, Bearnese, Sardinian, Genoese, Venetian, Modern Greek, 
Arabic, Croatian, Wendish, Gipsy slang (lingua furbesca), Macaronie (9), ete. 
etc. Special notice should also be called to the early editions printed in small 
localities, like Scandiano, La Mirandola, Treviso, Cagli, S. Germano, Mondovi, 
Ager Mugellanus (10), ete. etc. by those first printers who were often wont 
to travel from town to town, from village to village, and even from dwelling 
to dwelling, carrying all the tools and implements of their craft upon an ass,

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and offering their services in the same manner as only the pedlars and lowest 
class of tradesmen are accustomed to do at the present day. The gem of such 
books, printed by a typographer-errant, is undoubtedly the Pronosticon, pub- 
lished in Italian at Constantinople in 1509, and absolutely unknown to all 
bibliographers (11). 

Although I never entertained the idea of forming a complete collection of 
any special class of scarce books, I must acknowledge that in point of histo- 
rical bindings I was a collector in the largest sense of the word, not confining 
myself to buy, as many people do, books nicely bound in morocco by Pade- 
loup, Derome, or that Dussewil whom, following Pope who celebrated him 
in one of his poems, English philobiblists generally call Dr Sruin, and whom 
Dr. Dibdin in the Bibliotheca Spenceriana, speaking of the first French Pro- 
testant Bible, mentions as 7’ Abbé du Sueil (sic)! Nor was it ever my intention 
to collect as a sort of galantes reliques books which had belonged to Madame 
de Pompapour or the Comtesse DE LA VERRUE. My scheme was more exten- 
sive, and, I dare say, my object more elevated. I considered the art of book- 
binding as an important branch of the Fine Arts, and chiefly of what has 
recently been called in France ‘“ OrnNEMENTATION.” As a general historical 
fact it is certain that whenever Fine Arts attained a high degree of per- 
fection, it was not merely to obtain fine pictures, beautiful statues, or noble 
buildings, that the development of those arts was directed, but that a stronger 
sentiment du beau, and a refinement of the public taste at large, should be 
the immediate effect of the perfection acquired in the arts du dessin, and 
consequently that everything which came under the senses was made to 
minister to the gratification of them. 

It is not necessary to go deep into the remains of Roman and Greek art 
to ascertain that the taste of the ancients was almost equally interested in 
everything connected with public or domestic life, whether the statue of a 
hero, or the most ordinary culinary utensil. The same thing took place in 
modern Europe when, during the XVth and XVIth centuries, fine arts re- 
ascended to so high a point. Not only was the age of Leonardo da Vinci, 
Raphael, and Michelangelo the same as that in which an Ariosto and a 
Palestrina gave a new lustre to Poetry and Music, but it was also that in 
which Italy produced silversmiths like Caradosso and Cellini, who did not 
disdain being often employed in making fine ornaments of dress and even 
descending to buttons and combs. We also find a painter, like Francia, cutting 
letters for printers, a practice which has been vindicated to him by first rate 
bibliographers. It would fill a volume to relate all the curious facts we 
could collect, respecting the applications of the genius of the most celebrated 
artists to the improvement of the most humble and the veriest common-place 
articles, which are required for every-day use. Not only were armour, arms of

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every description, jewellery, plate, glass, goblets, majolica, carpets, dresses, 
doors, chairs, pews, inkstands, spurs, saddles,and in fact furniture and garniture 
of all kinds, ornamented from patterns furnished by eminent artists, amongst 
whom we have to reckon Giovanni da Verona, Andrea del Sarto, and Raphael 
himself, but even artists of renown were employed to furnish new and fine 
designs for those gigantic ornamented pies, which, on being cut open, to the 
astonishment of the beholders, showed themselves filled with living animals, 
or children, or more often with dwarfs, who, by the freak of princes, were thus 
exhibited at the large banquets, which generally closed the gorgeous Pageants 
of our Ancestors (12). | 

The immortal architect who built the grand Cupola del Duomo at Florence, 
Brunellesco, did not disdain to superintend the arrangement of a Capannuccia, 
a sort of pious puppet-show, a true gewgaw for children, and it is very pro- 
bable that from Giulio Romano (who superintended everything on that occa- 
sion), L. Gonzaga, called Rodomonte, ordered the pattern of that singular dress 
embroidered with Scorpions, which he wore on the day of the Solemn Entrance 
of the Emperor Charles V into Mantua. At a time when painters, like hair- 
dressers, were employed at Florence to paint with cosmetics (farder) the 
ladies who were going to a ball, and when at Venice special parties were com- 
missioned to ornament and to paint even horses, it is not to be supposed that 
the various patterns used by binders in ornamenting books were invented and 
drawn without the interference of skilful artists. In fact they were so, and in 
collecting the magnificent bindings which adorn so great a portion of the books 
described in the present Catalogue, my intention was mnodestly to lay the 
first stone of a future museum specially devoted to an important branch of 
ornamental art. 

My physical power is at present quite unequal to the task of entering deeply 
into the subject, and incapacitates me from describing and comparing the 
different schools of ornamental binding during the X Vth and the XVIth 
centuries. The only observation therefore I shall make on this subject is, 
that whilst, towards the end of the X Vth century, in Italy (at Florence, at 
Urbino, at Ferrara (13), at Venice), fine gildings were at first employed for the 
books belonging to the Medici, the Della Rovere, the D’ Este, and other wealthy 
families, blind-tooling was in general use in the North of Europe. Amongst 
the really few ornamented bindings of that and previous periods still in exist- 
ence, there are indeed some splendid specimens (14) of early engravings on

Majoli was the first Italian collector whose 
ornamented patterns were immediately imitated by foreign bookbinders; but 
exclusive of several fine ornamentations of the X Vth century, which, no doubt, 
were made before those which bear the name and device of this Majoli (15), 
there are other previous bindings which, from a sort of air de famille in their 
pattern and from the fact that most of them are found on books printed by 
the first Aldus, as well as from other circumstances, we are induced to believe 
were issued ready bound in coatings, probably executed under the superin- 
tendence of Aldus himself: a mode of proceeding even yet adopted by pub- 
lishers who undertake to supply their customers ad libitum with copies in 
sheets, boards, or variously bound. Amongst those ancient bindings there 
are some books which belonged to another Majoli (Michael), who in all pro- 
bability lived before Th. Majoli and was his relative, and from which the 
latter perhaps imitated and improved his beautiful bindings (16). But, as 
already stated, gilt ornamented Italian binding existed long before, and with- 


be adduced as an objection, as at that time a species of corrupted French was frequently 
used in England, whilst the borders of the front-side engraving are certainly quite 
in the Holbein style. Be that as it may, this is one of the most interesting ancient 
bindings in existence, and, as is stated in describing lot 1892, has deservedly attracted 
the attention of Dibdin.

We must add that from a book described in this Catalogue 
(No. 830), and in which the binding was ascertained to be Grolier’s by the celebrated 
French bookbinder M. Capé, while the best judges pronounced the handwriting to be 
Grolier’s also (see the Livius, No. 1442), we find a third device “Spes Mea Dominus; et 
verbo ejus fidem habeo,” with a similar meaning, but with a different wording from that 
commonly used by Grolier. The habit of having several devices, or of changing them, 
was very common at that time, and there were literary men whose employment was solely 
to supply people with such emblems and devices as were to be apparent on their dresses, 
on their books, and on all the articles of their furniture. Diane of Poictiers, also, 
beside the crescent, had for device an erected arrow rising out from a tomb, with the 
motto, “Sola vivit in illo.” The almost numberless emblems and devices used by 
ancient collectors, of which a very small portion has been reproduced in special 
works on the subject, has rendered too often hopeless the detection of the name of the 
ancient possessor of an ornamented book, when a device is the only clue we have 
got for such discovery. See on this point the note appended to No. 2748 in the pre- 
sent Catalogue.

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out insisting on the previous adornments bestowed from the remotest ages on 
ancient manuscripts, some of which were clothed with diptichs on the sides, and 
others ornamented with silver or even with gold covers, enriched with gems; 
without mentioning the silk coverings with their elegant embroideries; or 
éven pointing out the fine zzel/lo ornaments (like those on the 1481 Dante 
upon vellum, presented by Landino to the republican government of Florence, 
and in return for which he received a Castle)—but all of which were previously 
used in the bibliopegistic art—there is no doubt that the ornamental gilding 
of leather was (as we have seen) employed by bookbinders before the end of 
the X Vth century, and was certainly so skilfully used as to take rank amongst 
other ornamental arts not only at the very beginning of the XVIth century, but 
even previously to the publication of any book which, as far as we know, could 
have belonged to Th. Majoli. The most extraordinary specimen of the Italian 
bibliopegistic skill at that period is perhaps the Missale (17), sumptuously 
printed by A. de Zanchis in 1505 at Venice, and bound without doubt, at 
the time of the publication, for Cardinal Sigismondo Gonzaga, who died in 
1525. In point of richness, elegance, and taste, nothing can be found finer 
than this magnificent volume, with its ornamented painted sides and arms on 
the centre, having, as was generally the case with presentation copies at that 
date, the pages ruled with red lines (18). In all probability this ornamentation 
was effected under the direction of some first rate artist. As certainly some 
other eminent designer must have engraved those various superb medallions, 
impressed on the sides of the Gatmnus, the Hyernvs, and the G1osEro, three 
volumes described in this Catalogue, whose elegantly gilt binding has never, in 
my opinion, been surpassed. No doubt also the medallion of Cesar impressed 
on the cover of the Hpistole Basilii Magni was executed by an engraver of 
the highest order. ‘The taste for fine binding was at that time spread through 
every class of Italian society, and during the whole of the XVIth century we 
find books gorgeously bound for pious congregations, for religious men or 
women, for poets, for princes, for cardinals, and for popes; and we even see 
men celebrated for their humility, as well as for their stern and modest habits 
of life, like St. Coartis Borromeo and St. Prus V, admit as much refine- 
ment in the adornment of their books as the most dissolute and profligate of 
men, such as that detestable G. Orsino who strangled his wife with his own 
hands (19).

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It was, however, by the Lyonese Grolier that the ornamental art of binding 
was brought from Italy into France during the reign of Francis I, to whom he 
has been treasurer during the Italian war, and of whom he subsequently became 
the ambassador at Rome. Francis I, himself so intelligent a patron of fine 
arts, was fond of literature and fine bindings, but the books which formerly 
belonged to that Prince, and of which an exceedingly small number are still 
in existence, were chiefly blind-tooled, and his emblem, the Salamander, is very 
seldom to be seen accompanied by gold ornaments. The Silve of Ambertanus, 
described in this Catalogue, with the Salamander and fleur-de-lis, both in 
gold, and with the words Fr. (Frangois) pr Vaxto1s impressed on the 
embossed leaves (20), is one of the finest specimens of that Royal binding 
which is probably to be met with. 

It is not only on account of the elegancy of the various ornamented patterns 
employed by Grolier that books formerly in his library are so much coveted 
by collectors, but they are also because this amateur, who was a friend of the 
Aldusses, and connected with other celebrated publishers of his time, was wont 
to procure from them copies printed on vellum, or on large paper, or at least 
more choice in condition than the usual ones supplied to ordinary customers. 
The extraordinarily numerous specimens of Grotier Binpiyes described in 
this Catalogue show, at the same time, fine books and magnificent coverings. 
There is, I believe, no record of a similar extensive collection of these pre- 
cious remains of his magnificent binding having been offered by public auction. 

Grolier must therefore be considered the founder of the French school of 
ornamented binding, for the very tools used by his bookbinders were employed 
for cotemporary collectors, and his admirable patterns have been imitated or 
copied by other French bibliophiles (21). The gradual change in those patterns 
is very perceptible. At first they were formed by a simple and chaste combi- 
nation of various lines only, but afterwards Grolier successively introduced into 
the designs more rich ornaments, such as small flowers, wreaths, etc. ; in fact, 
following in this special point, the development which at that period took place

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in every branch of fine arts (22). After Grolier, and during the whole of the 
XVIth century, French ornamented bookbinding attained to such a pitch of 
excellence that all the tooled coatings of that period, still in existence, deservedly 
merit the eulogistic praises bestowed on them by all real connoisseurs. In no 
instance, however, was the ornamentation of books more successfully effected 
than is to be seen on the beautiful bindings executed for Diana oF Poicrrmrs, 
the celebrated mistress of Henry IT; and the possession of any volume coming 
from her magnificent library is now justly regarded by a collector as the 
attainment of the greatest of his desiderata. 

Every bibliographer knows that her books were distinguished by several 
emblematic devices, amongst which the most conspicuous are the LUNAR 
CRESCENT, the D (the initial of Diana) and the Bow. Sometimes these 
emblems were combined together; sometimes one only of them was employed 
by the bookbinder ; but by comparison it is very easy to ascertain the perfect 
resemblance of pattern and the identity of the tools employed (23). It isimma- 
terial: to decide whether these books were bound directly for Diana of Poic- 
tiers, or only, as some assert, by order of her Royal Paramour. In all pro- 
bability, however, those only in which the royal crown, the French fleur-de- 
lis, and the initial H were introduced, ought to be considered as his love- 
gifts, and the use of the less showy and more modest devices to represent 
the binding employed for her private library by the beautiful and accom- 
plished Diane de Poictiers. The specimens of all these different bindings 
of the king’s lovely mistress, contained in my collection, are so beautiful (24) 
as must impress every one with the high merit of the artists under whose 
superintendence they were produced, and certainly seem to warrant the asser- 
tion that amongst these artists the celebrated ‘“ Petit Bernard’? was the one 
often employed. Another volume, bound for Henry IT himself (25), without 
any allusion to Diane or her emblems (a scarce occurrence) is, in the opinion of 
the best connoisseurs, well worthy to compete even with the most beautiful 
crescent patterns of Diane de Poictiers, and therefore deserves to be pointed 
out amongst the gems of Ornamentation. 

I find it utterly impossible to enter here into any detail respecting the collec- 
tion of French ornamented bindings belonging to the X VIth century, although 
an attempt has been made to describe them in this Catalogue, but must

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leave the public, by ocular inspection, to appreciate the numerous volumes 
emanating from the libraries of the various kings and principal personages of 
France, and content myself with stating that they will be found to include 
specimens of the taste and magnificence of Francis II (26), Charles [X (27), 
Henry III (28), Henry IV (29) and his Queen Marguerite de Valois (80) 

Cardinal de Bourbon (termed during the League Charles X), Cardinal de 
Lorraine, Henry de Montpensier, Philippe de Mornay, Geoffroy Tory de 
Bourges, Pierre Seguier (31), and a host of others, all splendidly bound, 
with the arms, devices, or monograms of those illustrious ancient owners, 
here to be met mixed up with a great variety of other volumes no less splendid 
and no less worthy of admiration, but which may be called anonymous, simply 
because we are now unable to discover the name of their first owner. 

Although the fact is not so generally acknowledged as it ought to be, 
considerable bibliopegistic skill was to be found in England during the X VIth 
century, a8 is very apparent in the specimens of John Reynes, the Royal 
bookbinder. Henry VII and Henry VIII were generally satisfied with blind 
tooling, as may be ascertained by inspecting my numerous specimens, de- 
rived from their libraries, on which are impressed the Tudor rose, the Port- 
cullis, and the arms of England, with mottos more or less mixed together, and 
sometimes also adorned with the instruments of the Passion (82), but a few 
volumes, with gilding mixed with blind tooling (for instance the “ Galenus de 
arte medendt,” at the British Museum, and the English “ Enchiridion” by 
Erasmus, in the present collection), formerly in the possession of Henry VIII, 
are still in existence. It has been asserted that the then binder to the king, 
(Jos. Cundall) had some of his patterns designed by the celebrated Holbein. 
Only a few years later, we find magnificent bindings executed in England for 
Edward VI (83), for the great Lords Arundel, for Sir Robert Dudley (84), for 
Queen Elizabeth (35), for James I (86), &c. &c.; and these not in that severe 
and dark style which is designated “ Elizabethan,” but in the richly ornamented 
manner rivalling the best Grolier patterns. In all these ornamentations, as 
well as in several of the bindings subsequently executed for Charles I (37),

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there are, however, some peculiar gilt ornaments chiefly on the four corners of 
the sides, which show a strict connexion, and that they belonged to the same 
family. My specimen of Oliver Cromwell’s Library (88) is believed to be 
unique. Amongst the other examples of English Royal Libraries, you will 
find specimens of Prince Henry (39), Charles II, (40), Q. Catherine (41). 
James III (the old Pretender (42)), William III, Q. Anne (43), and the 
Sovereigns of the House of Hanover. 

Germany, where fine arts were so conspicuous at the same period, was sure 
not to neglect the art of binding. To the blind impressed sides to which 
I have already alluded, and which the Emperor Charles V also generally 
adopted (44), shortly succeeded magnificently gilt and ornamented volumes, 
bound for the Emperor Maximilian (45), and for other princes of his family. 
The princes of the House of Bavaria were, we know, liberal patrons of bibliope- 
gistic skill, and one of them, Duke Albert Vth, was so fond of fine bindings 
that we are told he formed in his own palace a sort of bibliopegistic academy, 
in which books were magnificently ornamented and gilt under his own inspec- 
tion, assisted by designs furnished by able artists, and the opinions of the 
learned (46). Without expatiating further on the subject, the present Catalogue 
will furnish the most ample proof that, during the X VIth century, the orna- 
mental art of binding penetrated everywhere throughout Europe, and that 
not only in Flanders (47), and in Spain (48), but even in the Sclavonie

(46) Concerning the beautiful volumes bound for Albert V and other princes of the 
House of Bavaria, see M. Delmotte’s interesting Notice Sur Roland Delattre (Orland de 
Lassus) and the Bibliographical Tour in France and Germany, in which Dibdin con- 
fesses that the volumes bound for this Albert V are the most perfect specimens of the 
bibliopegistic skill of the X VIth century that he has ever seen. In fact the perfect 
style of the superb Bavarian binding both on the Canisius and on the Tremellius 
described in the present Collection (Nos. 505, 2664) cannot be surpassed. (See also 
Nos. 380 and 2164).

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provinces (49), and the East, skilful bookbinders had established them- 
selves (50). 

As in everything connected with taste and fine arts, the bibliopegistic art 
suffered a great change during the XVIIth century; for simplicity and 
elegance gave way too often to the profusion of ornaments and gilding so 
generally adopted by bookbinders of this period. From that moment, 
although we find in Italy books finely bound for the Spada, the Medici, the 
Gonzaga (51), the Foscarini (52), and other great libraries, or for several Popes, 
such as Paul V, Innocent XII (53),Clement X1 (54), Clement XITI, and Pius VI 
(55), it is easy to perceive that the skill of the workman was gradually dwindling 
away, owing both to the discontinuance of an able artistic superintendence, and 
to the inferior description of materials (calf, morocco, ete.) used by Italian book- 
binders. In England also the decline is perceptible, although not so rapid, as 
even after the stern binding seemingly used by Oliver Cromwell for his books, 
we find more lovely patterns under the reign of Charles II. Bibliophiles, 
and admirers of fine workmanship, will find in the present Catalogue a complete 
set of English royal bindings up to the reign of George III, and these speci- 
mens of the Art, compared with books bound in Italy, or Germany, or Spain, 
during the same period, will perhaps insure in that respect a sort of supre- 
macy to England over those countries. 

But the matter is quite different with respect to France. Although some- 
times not without a slight mixture of inferior taste, the splendid bindings 
which belonged to Lowis XIII (56), Anne d’Autriche, Gaston d’ Orleans, 
Mademoiselle de Montpensier (57), Louis XIV (58), Madame de Main-

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tenon (59), the Stuarts (whilst residing in France), Cardinal Richelieu (60), 
De Thou (61), Fouguet, Louis Bigot (62), Colbert (63), Archbishop 
Le Tellier (64), etc. etc. ete, show a decided superiority over the 
coverings executed at the same period in other parts of Europe. There 
can be no question, however, that in spite of their present celebrity, the 
elaborately gilded sides of books bound by Le Gascon (65) cannot compete with 
the Grolier or the Majoli patterns; but as they have their peculiar merit, they 
are deservedly admired by French collectors. As for the De Thou and Colbert 
morocco bindings, it is hardly possible to imagine that any coverings could be 
executed in better taste. They are generally of a simple pattern (although 
some of De Thou’s are very finely ornamented in the Grolier style), but in 
that chaste simplicity everything is perfect. So much attention was paid at 
that period to the materials used in binding, that in a treaty with the Empire 
of Morocco, we find Colbert stipulating for a certain number of real morocco 
skins to be yearly supplied from Africa to the French Government, to be 
used only for the bindings destined for the then “ Bibliotheque Royale !”

to submit to auction, is, in my present state of health, beyond my powers, 
and I must leave you, if you deem it necessary, to string together a list of 
such numbers as you think public attention ought to be directed to, although 
I do not think true collectors will require such aid, or fail to discover for 
themselves in the present Catalogue (76) the merit of the various volumes 
offered for their selection. I shall conclude with observing that about the 
middle of the last century the practical art of bookbinding ascended in 
France to its culminating point, yet I must candidly acknowledge that from 
that period, being no longer under the superintendence of true artists, it almost 
ceased to form a branch of fine arts, and that, with the exception perhaps of 
some scarce rococo specimens, for a series of years no one ever attempted again 
the true style of ornamentation. In the time of Robespierre books were 
actually bound en peaw humaine (“leather made from human skin’’), and it 
is easy to understand how from that moment there was almost a total 
eclipse, and how for nearly thirty years no first-rate bookbinder appeared 
to shine forth as a guiding light to his benighted brethren. Now, however, 
thanks to a few men of energy and talent--thanks also to the wealthy 
collectors who encourage their endeavours—there are both in France and in 
England first-rate binders, as will be seen in the several capital specimens 
offered in this collection. As soon as the truly marvellous skilfulness and 
talent of the binder will adopt, as in former times, the suggestion of first- 
rate masters of ornamentation, and become more closely connected with them, 
modern bookbinding will once more rise triumphant and appear so superior 
as to occasion no room for comparison with preceding ages, and will leave us 
little or nothing to regret on the score of inferiority to the best period of

This truly amusing and once most popular work, on account of the numerous 
fables mingled with true history, has been considered by Lenglet Du 
Fresnoy and De Bure as a Romance of Chivalry, im which class the last 
Bibliographer places it. ‘The wildest tales of the old romance writers are 
incorporated in this History of England and Brittany as truth, and even 
Geottrey of Monmouth must yield the palm to Bouchard for brilliancy of 
invention and colouring. In the first edition, printed in 1514, the text 
brings the history down to September 1488 only, but in each of the 
subsequent additions were made. ‘This edition, which brings down the 
narrative of events to 1532, seems to have been totally unknown to Brunet, 
who mentions the edition of 1531 as selling for £21. at Willett’s sale, and 
quotes on the authority of Panzer one printed at Caen in 1532.

and how the Pope directed both the book and the editor to be burnt, or 
the latter at least to be punished as three Cardinals (one of them Paris’s 
brother) should determine. The book was burnt, and Bp. Marcellus 
ordered to Rome to be punished; but as Paris is silent on this subject we 
presume the loss of his publication was deemed sufficient atonement for 
his crime.

A book of great rarity and curiosity, universally known as the Fables of 
Pilpay, a collection of Tales written originally in Sancrit by Vishnu-Sarma, — 


under the title of “ Pantcha-Tantra.” No collection of Tales enjoys a 


higher reputation in the East, translations having been made into almost 


every one of its dialects. In Europe its reputation has been equally great, 
and the innumerable versions into almost every language bear witness to 
its popularity. This Latin version was made from the Hebrew by John 
of Capua (a baptized Jew), who tells us, “‘ Hic est liber parabolarum anti- 
quorum sapientum nationum mundi. Et vocatur liber kelile et dimne et 
prius quidem in lingua fuerat indorum translatus. Inde in linguam trans- 
latus persarum. Postea vero reduxerunt illum arabes in linguam suam, 
ultimo ex inde ad linguam fuit redactus hebraicam.

Considerable doubt exists as to the really first edition of this celebrated work, | 

and it still seems to remain a mystery which Bibliographers have found it | 
impossible to clear up.

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Barbin, is in truth dated 6 April, 1699, but this does not necessarily 
establish as a fact that no edition had been been printed previously for 
private circulation. Be that as it may, this edition, if it did not precede 
that of Madame Barbin, was published in the same year, and exhibits the 
work complete, whilst she only printed the first part, and was stopped from 
continuing by authority. This revocation of her license is, perhaps, a 
strong argument against her’s being the first, for had the right of printing 
been justly her due, she would undoubtedly have prosecuted the numerous 
subsequent infringements for pains and penalties incurred.

All Bibliographers seem to agree that this work (by some believed to have been 
executed from wooden blocks) was undoubtedly printed in Holland, and 
the best opinions are in favour of its having been executed with the Types 
similar to those used in the “ Doctrinale,” attributed by some biblio- 
graphers to the Press of Lawrence Coster. This circumstance is, MM. 
Renouard’s opinion (see Cat. d’un Amateur, vol. II. pp. 152-158), a strong 
argument against the truth of the accounts respecting Coster’s invention 
of printing, the more especially, as this volume contains works expressly 
attributed by name to Pope Pius I, who did not obtain the Tiara before 

1458. This remarkable Specimen of Typography must have been printed 

subsequently to that date, and Ebert does not hesitate to place its pro- 
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duction between 1467 and 1470, considering it one of the most important | 
documents to substantiate the claim of Holland to the invention. | 

In the Princreta TypoGRAPHICA vol. I. pp. 181-7 (where facsimiles of 
types used for Pontanus de Roma, Guillermus de Saliceto and Homerus 
occupy plate XLID, and vol. III, pp. 131-8, I have entered minutely into | 
the character of the contents of the several treatises, which may be divided 
into three distinct works; and in the latter pages I have particularly 
described the present volume, containing only, the Saliceto and Laudationes 
Homerice ;* but being in themselves quite perfect as either one or two 
separate publications. 

On comparing the text of the Opuscula following the Pontanus de Roma, 
with that in the Saliceto, I was astonished at finding that four pages 
corresponded in both works, and on minutely examining the type, I dis- 
covered, that, with the exception of a trifling alteration in the last line of 
one of the pages, the text had not been recomposed. ‘The text on the reverse 
of folios 48 and on the recto of folio 49, in the Pontanus, occupies the 
reverse of folio 13 and the recto of folio 14, in the Saliceto; the only 
alteration being, that in lieu of the word “ Explicit,” at the close of the 
recto of folio 14, in the Saliceto, occur the words “ hee Lactantius,” chat| 
alteration, no doubt, arising from the two pages having been used as the 
final ones to the treatise of Saliceto. So also the last two pages of the 
Laudationes Homerice, following the Saliceto, occupy the reverse of folio 54. 
and the recto of folio 55, forming a portion of the Opuscula of Aineas | 
Silvius at the close of the Pontanus. | 

I can only account for this extraordinary and most unusual occurrence by 
supposing that the printer, while occupied in composing the Opuscula 
following the Pontanus, found that the four pages of text would appro- 
priately serve for the two final pages of the Saliceto and the Laudationes 
Homerice, which he was then also about to print. Consequently he re-_ 
served the already composed pages as then employed. The matter may — 
have been selected from the manuscript of the latter work as an appropriate © 
addition to the Opuscula following the Pontanus. | 

The Treatises are, comparatively speaking, little known in the annals of | 
of typography. They have been very superficially noticed by Biblio- | 
graphers. Brunet merely alludes to the Pontanus de Roma, considering it | 
as an edition composed of forty-four leaves, and makes no mention what- 
ever of the Opuscula in the volume. He does not describe the Saliceto; 
but under the works of Homer he enters (vol. II. p.619) the Laudationes 
Homerice, stating the latter to form a part of the Saliceto, quoting at the 
same time the sale of the Hibbert (subsequently the Heber) copy of that 
portion of the volume, 

No other work has been discovered wherein the large type used in the 
Pontanus de Roma has been employed. That type is of a very peculiar 
character, and though a little larger, it bears a strong resemblance to that 
used in the Mazarine Bible; while at the same time, as noticed vol. I, 
p. 183, it carries with it, in the characteristic formation of the letter ¢, 
evidence of its having been the production of Holland or the Low 
Countries, 

The extraordinary resemblance, therefore, of the type to that used in the 
Mazarine Bible, leads me to conjecture that is was the jirst essay by the 
man John in the art of cutting or casting type, when in-the employ of 
Lawrence Coster. Junius states that the assistant John, whose surname 
he suspected was “ Faustus,” afterwards settled at Mentz, where he may 
have been employed by Gutenberg. 

Some work, or even the printing of a Bible in that type, may have been in 
contemplation in consequence of the successful sale of the Donatuses, the 
preparation of the type being intrusted to the assistant John. 

There can be very little doubt, but that the editions of the Doctrinale, 
Donatus, and the Catonis Disticha, executed in the same or similar type to 
that used in the Pontanus de Roma and Saliceto, were issued by the same 
party as the Donatuses, in the same type as was used in the Speculum, or 
very similar to it.

| * The second work of ten leaves being composed of various pieces relating to Homer, I 
ventured to designate it “ Laudationes Homerice.” 
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Some remarkable event may have been the cause of the large and coarse 


type of the Pontanus de Roma, having remained unemployed; and the use 
of the other type may have been superseded by the employment of the 
types of the Speculum for the Donatuses, consequently those types may 
have remained unused for many years, their re-employment having been 
caused by some particular occurrence, such as the death of the persons to 
whom they had belonged, the types then passing into other hands, together 
with the other printing materials, and remaining stock of paper. 


The fact of the paper used for the Saliceto, and other Treatises, 
being of the same make as that used for the Third Edition (in Part block 
text) of the Speculum, which (unless the whole account of Junius could be 
proved to be fabulous) was not printed later than 1442, indicates that there 
are some circumstances connected with the issue of the Saliceto and the 
other pieces yet to be satisfactorily explained. 


NEITHER THE LIBRARIES OF THE BRITISH MUSEUM NOR THE BODLEIAN 
AT OXFORD POSSESS A copy. Of the complete work containing the three 
Treatises the copy in the Library of Earl Spencer is probably the only one 
in this country ; and that copy wants the blank leaf, found at the commence- 
ment of this copy, which is particularly referred to in the PRINCIPIA 
Typoarapuica, vol. III, pp. 131-2. On the upper part the blank leaf 
(wanting in the Spencer copy) occurs an inscription in a large monastic 
hand “ vi gross monete jlandrie” and in the lower part “ Liber mgt guilhelme 
de Schoudee: Canonict In veris.

From the life of Spannocchi, annexed, it appears that he presented some 
specimens of his penmanship to Queen Elizabeth.

The total silence of M. Renouard respecting these musical works, and his perfect 
ignorance of: any music having been published by Andreas Asulanus, or 
even of any book printed by A. Asulanus alone, between 1507 and 1527 
(See Annales, p. 293), is the best proof that can be given of their excessive 
rarity. On several of the title-pages is the mark of Andreas Turrisanus, 
the A T with a tower between (No. 8 of those facsimiled by M. Renouard). 

Amongst the names of the composers will be found those of Jo. Mouton (the 
favorite of Francis I), Anton Brumel, Molu (unknown to Fétis), Andrea de 
Silva, Fra Rufino (unknown to Fétis), Richafort, Thomas Martin (unknown 
to Fetis), Constantio Festa, Lafage, Don Michel, Sebastian Festa (unknown 
to Fétis), Eustachi (unknown to Fétis), Hottinet Barra (a Motett ‘ Nuptize 
factes sunt in Cana Galiles,” unknown to Fétis), Josquinus (the celebrated 
Despres), &c. &c. This excessively rare collection of music by such eminent 
composers seems to have escaped the research of all writers on music, and 
was evidently unknown even to Fétis, as several of the names are not to be 
found in his “ Biographie des Musiciens,” and in mentioning Hottinet 
(whose other name Barra he omits), he distinctly asserts ““ Tl est connu par 
deux Mottets & 4 Parties (0 Raprx ET O REX GENTIUM),” plainly proving he 
had never seen or heard of his Nuptim, forming part of this valuable col-

In the original oak boards, covered with leather, and having stamped on sides 
numerous figures of persons in prayer, those on the obverse surrounded by 
a grotesque border, exhibiting a capital specimen of French binding at the 
beginning of the XVIth century.

This most important letter for the history of the origin of printmg commences 
with “Volebam nuper etati nostre gratulari mi Francisce quasi magnum 
quoddam ac vere divinum beneficium hac tempestate adepti essemus:

The extraordinary rarity of all these singular productions, termed MYSTERIES 
or MrracLe-Puays, is too well known to require comment, and the 
present rich Collection has been the fruits of many years ardent search 
for early editions of these Poetical Pieces, which even the most devoted 
amateurs have been obliged to abandon as ¢ntrowvadbles, and to rest con- 
tent with such reprints as have appeared during the XVIIth century. 
The opportunity of securing the most valuable in some public library, if 
neglected now, may never occuragain. The learned bibliographer Colomb 
de Batines has published a work entirely devoted to these curious Italian 
productions, entitled “ Bibliografia delle antiche Rapresentazioni Italiane,” 
which is that we refer to in following articles. According to Colomb 
de Batines the total number of these “ Rapresentazioni Sacre ” (many of 
which are not in existence now, and were only quoted by him from ancient 
memoranda,) is almost one hundred, of which at least half the number 
are described in the present Catalogue.

‘“ Savonarola the Martyr, who was burnt alive at Florence, on 22nd May, 1498, 
was probably the most extraordinary man of his time, and by his daring 
courage had well nigh succeeded in founding a Republic where all Chris- 
tians should be equal. This illustrious victim of Papal tyranny, and of the 
hatred of an aristocratic faction, was, as a preacher, so popular that the 
Cathedral of Florence was literally besieged by crowds who flocked even 
from Pisa and Leghorn to catch a glimpse of his features or a tone of his 
voice. In vain were seats built up in the building rendering it an amphi- 
theatre, the space was still insufficient, and those who could not obtain 
admission completely filled the Piazza. His terrible denunciations against 
the vices of the age found a response in the hearts not only of the lowly, 
but even in those of the noblest and most gifted of his hearers. Amongst 
his converts and disciples were to be found scions of the proudest and 
greatest families of Florence, such as the Medici, Albizzi, Salviati, Rucellai, 
Strozzi, and other names who have won for themselves the highest fame 
in art, erudition or letters. On the flight of Piero de Medici by universal 
consent, Fra Girolamo da Ferrara, as he was generally called, became the 
law-giver to the new Republic, and from his pulpit he held for three years 
despotic sway in spite of the Arrabbiati, who were infuriated at his doc- 
trines and of the Compagnacci (or young Libertines) who detested his 
austerities, and sighed for the gay and convivial times of Lorenzo and his 
Sons. The new or reformed Religion could not but come into terrible col- 
lision with that of Rome, against which Fra Girolamo never ceased to hurl 
the thunder of his eloquence, styling the Papal City ‘‘ Babylon.” The Pope 
(Alexander WI) who foresaw that, unless he could check the stunning 
maledictions of the fearless preacher, Rome must succumb to Florence, 
issued a Bull of Excommunication against his rebellious antagonist and 
interdicted him from preaching. As at this time a Signory hostile to him- 
self held the reins of government, Savonarola abstained from entering the 
pulpit, and contented himself with holding conferences with his disciples, but 
after the election of anew Signory, on 1st January, 1498, when many of his 
partisans got again into power, he resumed his sermons. The Pope grew 
furious, and threatened an interdict against the Florentines. Savonarola 
also threw away the scabbard, and resolutely appealed to all Christendom 
to put down the wicked Pope. He wrote ten letters to the principal 
Sovereigns, urging them to call a General Council for the purpose of de- 
posing a man who had acquired the ‘Tiara by Simony, accusing the Pontiff 
of being no Christian, but an absolute Atheist. One of these letters 
was intercepted by the Duke of Milan, and immediately forwarded to 
Rome. The consequence was that a new and still more furious Bull 
was sent to the Signory, commanding an immediate obedience to the 
Papal Decrees. On the receipt of this the Signory entreated Fra 
Girolamo to abstain from the pulpit, and he appears to have replied 
that he would remain quiet “until the Lord should compel him to 
preach again.” The folly of his own disciples precipitated his fate. 
To prove the superiority of his Order, a Franciscan accepted the challenge 
of the Dominicans to undergo the ordeal by fire, but refused to confront — 
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any adversary but Savonarola himself. Fra Girolamo, in his own person, 
declined this perilous appeal, but the Championship was undertaken by 
Fra Dominico Buonvicini, the Franciscans being represented by a Convert 
named Giuliano di Rondinetti. The trial, however, did not come off, for 
a shower of rain drenched the disappointed populace, and with proverbial 
fickleness they who had been his warmest admirers were changed at once into 
his bitterest enemies. The spell that had made him their idol was broken, 
and the wand of the Magician had crumbled in his hands. Fra Girolamo, 
who was Prior of St. Mark, was sentenced to banishment, but ere he could 
obey, the Convent was surrounded, and after a desperate defence, himself, 
betrayed by one of his own disciples, taken prisoner and ill-used. Exami- 
nation, torture, and re-examination were employed to wring from the 
unfortunate Prior a confession of heresy without effect. The legal subtlety 
of a wicked Notary, named Cecone, was therefore called in to mould a mass 
of so-called confessions and recantations into shape. This was undertaken 
under the promise of 400 crowns, of which the wretch never obtained 
more than 30, as his employers professed themselves not satisfied with the 
false document he furnished. The enemies of Savonarola, however, were 
again in power, and the first act of the new Signory was to demand permis- 
sion to execute the capital sentence against their illustrious victim. This 
obtained, on 22nd May, they brought Savonarola and his two companions 
(Fra D. Buonvicini and Fra S. Maruffi) to the stake, where, stripped of 
their sacerdotal robes, they were burnt, and their ashes cast into the Arno, 
to prevent the remains of the martyrs becoming objects of veneration as 
reliques, although a vain precaution, as, atter their death, the very gibbets 
became treasures to succeeding generations.” 

‘“‘ Thus died a man whose blameless moral character and whose wonderful 
abilities, his bitterest enemies have not ventured to deny, even whilst at- 
tempting to hold him up to ridicule as a priestly demagogue, or hypocritical 
impostor, or self-deluded fanatic. His writings (which are all of the 
greatest rarity, having been strictly prohibited and suppressed,) must ever 
be objects of great interest, as they are undoubtedly, for Florentine His- 
tory, what the speeches of Demosthenes were to Athens, or the orations of 
Cicero to Rome.”

THIS GREAT CURIOSITY, which is almost equally as scarce as the celebrated 


block book known under the same title, contains three distinct 
works: I. Speculum Humanz Salvationis in 45 Chapters in Latin 
Rhyme printed like prose, with a German translation into prose, havin 

192 woodcuts. IL. Speculum Sanctz Maris Virginis (34 Chapters) 
in Latin Rhymes printed like prose, and without any version, written 
apparently by a certain “ Andreas natione Yialus officio prespiter ministrorum 
et pauperum, &c.” II. Alius Liber Salvationis metricus in rhyming 
Leonines, by an Augsburg Monk of the name of John. The first two 
works are mixed together so that a chapter of the one precedes a chapter 
‘of the other, the 34th chapter of the Speculum Mariz being subdivided so 
as to reach the end of the 45th of the Speculum Salvationis. The Register 
or List of Contents to the Speculum Humane Salvationis, which, with the 
prefatory lines at end, fills 13 pages, is also in rhyme, and the author 
assigns as his reasons for being so lengthy: 


“ Predictum prohemium hujus libri compendiose compilavi 
Et propter pauperes predicatores apponere curavi 
Qui si forte nequiverint totum librum comparare

Why two Prologues should appear to the same work is a mystery, which 
can only be solved by supposing that the author having prepared the first 
as a dedicaton to his superior the Abbot John of Hohenstein, who resigned 
in 1459, and died in 1478, afterwards re-wrote it as an offering to Melchior 
von Stamham the successor in the Abbacy, who may probably have directed 
Gunther Zainer, in courtesy to his living predecessor, to prefix both.

This work, composed in the year 1332, is the earliest known Treatise on Italian 
Poetry, and is written in the Latin language. The examples, however, are 
in Italian, and are numerous. These exhibit all the then known species of 
verse, some of which are truly curious, especially the Sonnets, which 
resemble nothing composed by other poets. The Bilingues (French-Italian 
and Italian-Latin) deserve attention, as well as the acrostics and those 
verses in which the commencement of the word is made to do duty to both 
lines of the couplet, being, however, only printed once. To the historian 
of music this work will prove a valuable acquisition, as he will find therein 
the explanation of a great number of musical terms, to be found with diffi- 
culty elsewhere. Some Glosses printed in a smaller character contain 
passages from the Divina Comedia, and a stanza from the Filostrato of 
Boceaccio; the last a proof that these were composed after Tempo had 
written his work, which, curious and valuable as it is, has never been 
reprinted.

UNIQUE IMPRESSION OF THIS BLocK-BooK. It consists of 40 leaves, printed 
on one side only and not pasted together, which appears to be of the edi- 
tion Heinecken and Brunet describe as THE FIRST of the German text. Tt 
offers, however, some slight variations, which prove that this copy exhibits 
an earlier state of impression from the same wood-blocks. For instance, 
Brunet says “La derniére (planche) est marquée 4 la fin des monogrammes 
du graveur avec la date 1470.” Mr. 8. Leigh Sotheby in his Principia 


Typographica has given admirable facsimiles of the first and last plates of 


what he calls the Wilks copy (the zdentical copy mentioned by Brunet), 
which, however, must have been much cropped and imperfect, as two whole 
lines of teat in the first are not reproduced in consequence of having been 
cut off by the binder. On comparing these facsimiles with this original we 
immediately discovered that where the Wilks copy contained, at the end, 
four lines of imprint “ Friderich waltheru® mauler zi Nordlingen und Hans 
Hurning habent d.s. buch mitt ein ander gemacht,” the present has merely a

The Wilks copy was purchased for 3020 francs (nearly £121.) at Paris. 


in 1825, although defective from the headlines being cut into, as is stated 
also by Brunet, and no doubt was reasonable, for with all its imperfec- 
tions it would unquestionably produce a much higher sum now when the 
excessive rarity and commercial value of these typographical curiosities 
are better understood. The Wilks copy, according to Mr. Sotheby, is 
printed in the common black ink, but the present impression is in a light- 
coloured ink, or distemper, such as is used in the earliest editions of the 
Block-Books. The copy, which belonged to Mr. Wilks, was the only one 
known to Brunet (who describes it “avec figures enluminées mais ayant 
plusieurs feuilles trop rognés’’), and at the dispersion of his library in 1847 
was purchased at £110 for an eminent Philobiblist in America, in whose 
custody it still remains. The present very fine and large copy (which is 
quite complete) cost the present proprietor £200 and when compared with 
the Wilks will be considered by real amateurs a much better bargain.

THIS EXTRAORDINARY VOLUME, consisting of twelve leaves,with eleven large wood- 


cuts, is quite different from any edition described by Heinecken, Brunet, 
or other Bibliographers. The work seems quite complete in twelve leaves, as 
may be ascertained by comparing the text on the reverse of each leaf with the 
woodcut on the obverse of the following. The twelve leaves form by insertion 
into each other a single sheet, and are still attached in couples at the back, 
the first to the twelfth, the second to the eleventh, and so on. The com- 
parison of the text, therefore, with the plates is executed without the 
slightest difficulty. The characters are undoubtedly Xylographic, as may 
be ascertained by comparing in different words the same letters, which, 
although in imitation of each other, generally differ so much as to render 
it absolutely impossible to admit the idea of their being cast or manu- 
factured by any process used for metal moveable types. If not printed as 
a block, for the variation in the letters proves beyond a doubt that they 
are not moveable metal type, the best solution for the difficulty would be 
to suppose that the text in this book was printed with those moveable 
types cut on wood alluded to by some Bibliographers, but never yet 
satisfactorily proved to exist in any known publication, or even that an 

book had ever been really printed in this manner. The quantity of double 
(or linked) letters which we find in this great curiosity, (such for mstance as 
bo, tt, ho, fi, de, do, ce, co, im, in, tu, ete. etc.) would perhaps lead to the 
conclusion of our having at length made the discovery of one of these lost 
treasures. It would of course be no longer a Block-Book, although still 
xylographic, but the volume would be much more precious than any 


unknown edition of the Ars Moriendi or any other Block- Book in existence, 


for it would prove that the cutting of the types in wood was attempted, 
very probably, before the use of metal, and abandoned as far too laborious. 
We fear, however, that the proving the book to be really printed with 


moveable xylographic types is a difficulty we might be unable to over- 
come, and have therefore considered it safer to insert it in this Catalogue 
as a Block-Book, content with pointing out that in our own opinion it may 
be found a far greater gem, and leaving future Bibliographers to decide a.

A VERY EXTRAORDINARY BLOCK Book IN GERMAN VERSE, UNKNOWN TO ALL 
BIBLIOGRAPHERS, THE TEXT AS WELL AS THE FIGURES BEING ENTIRELY 
XYLOGRAPHIC. This volume consists of six leaves printed on both sides ; 
the front of the first leaf and the reverse of the last leaf only being blank, 
and showing these respectively to be the beginning and end of the work. 
Each page contains in the upper part twelve German rhyming lines or 
verses, and having under them a large woodcut. 

The whole work is a poem on the various planets and their influences, to 
each planet being assigned two pages and two woodcuts, the one showing the 
human or emblematic figure of the planet, and the other representing in a 
spirited manner and with numerous figures the probable acts and deeds of 
persons born under the influence of the said planet. The first planet is 
Saturn, and the work begins with the following lines :— 


“Saturnus ain stern bin ich genant : 
Der héchst planet gar wol bekant,” &c. 


After this succced, in the following order, Jupiter, Mars, the Sun, Venus, 
Mercury, and the Moon 'Two leaves appear to be wanting in this work; 
one containing the end of Jupiter and beginning of Mars, and the other 
(the corresponding one) containing the beginning of Mercury and the end 
of Venus. In his Geschichte der Buchdruckerkunst (p. 56) Dr. Falkenstein 
speaks of a different and enlarged xylographic work on the planets, with 
the date of 1468, and containing besides these poems on the planets, in 
addition an almanac, etc. There can be no doubt that the enlarged work 
described by Dr. Falkenstein was made subsequently to the first and ruder 
attempt contained inthepresent UNKNOWN BLOCK BOOK. Thetext and verses 
also vary in these two works, as may easily be ascertained by comparing the 
lines on the Sun, as given by Dr. Falkenstein, with those in the present 
curious specimen of xylography, which we are entitled to consider UNIQUE:—

In noticing (Principia Typographica, vol. 2, p. 173) the fragment of two leaves 
of one of these editions in the Bodleian Library, a fac-simile of a portion 
of the final leaf is given bearing the colophon with the name of the printer. 
Some of the capital letters in the present fragment differ so much (particu- 
larly the A) from the corresponding capitals in the following lot (2809) as to 
leave little doubt of their having formed portions of two different editions, 
each page having 27 lines in a full page. Subjoined is the note of the 
Bodleian Library fragment. 

“ When describing some of the more rare treasures in the library of the 
late Bishop of Lichfield, Dr. Dibdin, in his Reminiscenses,* observes: 

‘‘ Here comes a rarity, in the shape of a Printer, of whose type there is 
not a single specimen in the Spencer Library. This also is a Donatus in 
folio; but I differ, toto celo, from its learned Owner, who considers it to be a 
Xylographical production, or a book printed with wood-blocks. On the con-

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trary, I consider it to be decidedly metal, and of a date not anterior to 1480.” 

‘* Dinckmut, in his colophon, distinctly states that the book was printed : 
we take the word “ dépressus” as generally used by the early printers. 
Ona careful examination of the printed three pages, we find that there 
is not a line wherein the ascending and descending letters are not 
intermixed ; so that, unless the invention of “kerning” the type existed at 


that period, we must come to the conclusion that the whole of the pages must 


have been worked from a solid block. Our fac-similes clearly illustrate the 
point alluded to. It only remains a question whether the letters were cut 
in wood or metal. Dr. Dibdin does not use the word “metal” in the same 
sense as we are inclined to do, viz. that each type had been engraved on a 
solid block of pewter, lead, or brass, cut to given dimensions. We, 
however, see no reason to disagree with the opinion of the late Bishop of 
Lichfield, in considering the Donatus to have been printed from wood- 
blocks.”—Princip1a TYPOGRAPHICA, BY §.

The extraordi- 
nary xylographic title of this volume (consisting of five lines in German, 
without any woodcut,) shows that very probably anterior to any edition in 
moveable types, there was a xylographic impression of this work (since 
lost), of which for some reason only the title had been preserved, and used 
for the present edition ; for otherwise we are at a loss to understand how a 
xylographic title should have been prefixed to it. IN ANY CASE THIS BOOK 
IS A GREAT CURIOSITY.

It is one of the highest bibliographical~ 
interest, satisfactorily showing the combined use of wood engraving with — 
moveuble type. Thus, the dying man in the lower part and the design of. 


the tree are cut in one solid block, while the various descriptive texts in 
the compartments are composed with moveable type. The type is evidently 
of German manufacture, and of about the period given.
